Bill of Rights Anniversary

anniversary of the ratification of the Bill of Rights. 

While it may seem far away and beyond our closed little world 
here in Whitney, we should realize that we are affected by the Bill of 
Rights. We should study it and understand it so that we can be use¬ 
ful citizens by the time we reach the voting age. 

We are guaranteed the rights to worship where and how we please, 
say what we think, write what we feel and read what we want. We 
enjoy the right to assemble peaceably and to petition the government. 
If, in the future, any one of us has the misfortune of getting into se¬ 
rious trouble, we should know that an accused person has the right to 
counsel, a speedy trial and an impartial jury. 

Before we get carried away with the knowledge of all the rights 
we have, we must understand that with these rights come duties. Our 
right to free speech implies the duty of knowing all the facts and 
speaking honestly. Our freedom of religion signifies our duty of de¬ 
fending this right for every man, no matter what his religion. Our 
right to vote denotes the duty of knowing the candidates and the issues 
of an election. 

In addition, and most important, we must realize and accept the 
fact that this Bill of Rights is for all men, good or bad, rich or poor. 
No one is banned; no one is given special privileges. It is our obliga¬ 
tion and responsibility to defend these rights for every one. 

The entire Bill of Rights was not discussed here. However, it 
should be studied in greater detail by every American who has reached 
the age of understanding. 

Next Friday is to be recognized as Bill of Rights Day. In what 
more fitting way could we celebrate it than to fully understand what 
it signifies?

The money which the Whitney stu¬ 
dents are donating toward this pro¬ 
gram is being used to provide Evelina 
with a monthly cash grant of eight 
dollars, food and clothing parcels, and 
special medical care. 

Mrs. Naison, G.O. faculty adviser, 
has asked that each student give 12 
cents toward this program, an aver¬ 
age of just one cent per month. Of 
course, students may pay the entire 
amount at one time if they wish. 

Students or classes may write or 
send cards to Evelina. The G.O. also 
sends a Christmas present and a birth¬ 
day present.
